BILL McQUIGAN IN TROUBLE. 



Col. Kill McGuigan is in trouble. Recently. 
» tht Spirit of the Times, "a prominent tnrf- 
■laa, who has acted as presiding judge on many 
•f the western tracks” was quoted by a Nasb- 
Tille writer for a general condemnation of the 
western turf methods which allowed Riley 
Crannan and W. M . Wallace the privileges of 
woitern tracks and permitted Willie Martin to 
ride horses in the west. McGuigan wrote a long 
hat none too keen answer to the “prominent 
turfman’s” quoted opinion. No names were 
Mentioned. John J. Carter of Nashville, presid- 
ing judge at Latouia, turns out to he the quoted 
“prominent turfman.” He has filed a complaint 
against McGuigan with Secretary Hopper of the 
Western Turf Congress and declares that either 
he or McGuigan must be ruled off and that if 
tnrf law fails to vindicate him he will go to the 
aourts. Mr. Carter opines that McGuigan shot 
at him on account of a ruling which barred Mc- 
Guigan’s bo>, Morrison, from riding because of. 
to quote Mr. Carter, *T thought he was not try- 
ing to win.” The sieve of care applied to Mc- 
Guigan’s card yields only the following damag- 
ing insinuations, if it can be proven that the 
•ard was pointed at Mr. C'arter: 

“In one particular I am glad to say I am fully 
in accord with the ‘prominent turfman who has 
acted as presiding judge on many of the West- 
ern tracks.' He suggests ‘to divorce the judge’s 
stand frr»m the betting ring.’ Why dues he only 
snggesti Why not act instead of preach? Take 
iry advice, Mr. Prominent Turfman who has 
acted as presiding judge on many of the West- 
tni tracks,’ and leave the betting ring alone; 
then, perhaps, you might be capable of judging 
fairly and honestly. But no, nature has not 
endowed you with the love of honest sport. You 
talk of a ‘purified tuif.’ It is well. Lot them 
begin in the judge’s stand. If it is purified Mr. 
Prominent Turfman will never more act as pre- 
siding judge on any Western track.” 

Mr. Carter’s case may be better than superfic- 
ial statement puts it on parade. If he can 
prove that he is McGnigan’s target— a hard 
matter on the face of printed statement— the 
way is paved for a libel suit. The Turf Congress 
is not likely to take drastic action over the dis- 
pute. McGuigan’s none too good and his card 
•arried little or no weight. The statement and 
criticism of the “prominent turfman” were a 
bit out of line too, considering the display of 
reason for action by the Jockey Club against 
Graunan, Wallace and Martin. The Grannan 
lawsuit gave no supportive color to the critic- 
ism. It seems as if Mr. Carter has treated a 
featherweight matter in too pondeious and ser- 
ious a manner. Discipline though is excellent. 
The Western turf needs a whole lot of it. An- 
archy of statement is all too common among 
its people. Elastic though it be, Western turf 
law is strong enough to nail the scandal mong- 
er if the legal doctors will stick to their princi- 
ples of duty. Such an administration of rules 
is mere order. A lot of health to the Western 
lurf may come out of Judge Carter’s complaint. 
It is to be hoped that he will push it along the 
avenues of healthy prospects.

W. O’B. Macdonough’s bay yearling colt, by 
8t. Carlo— (’ountess Langdon, by King Craft, is 
said to have shown one of the best trials in Cal- 
ifornia. He is small, but is credited with a 
quarter in ‘24^ seconds, carrying 124 pounds. 



Pat Dunne is quoted by the San Francisco 
papers as intending to sell all the horses he is 
now racing in California before he comes East. 

Ed Corrigan 8 Riley— Modesty colt in Cali- 
fornia is a fast, clever and speedy youngster, 
likely to distinguish himself in the two-year-old 
stakes of 1897. 

Byron McClelland’s best “newspapered” 
youngster is the Order— Miss Saxon colt, Sidar, 
a smart colt, born January 1, 1895. But*’ there 
are others” in the stable. 

W. Durden, who owns a half interest in Algol, 
is said to have an equine wonder in Trombone, 
by Albert— Tambourine. He has shown three 
furlongs in 36 over the Memphis track. 

The following stakes are definitely dated at 
Ingleside: The Tarpey Stakes, \% miles, sell- 
ing, January 30; Hobart Stakes, 1 1-16 miles, 
handicap, February 6; Ingleside Stakes, 4 miles, 
handicap, February 22. 

Clem (’reveling and Dick Dwyer, as patentees 
of the starting band, have sued the Southern 
Racing Association, operating the Maryland 
tracks for injunction, infringement of patent 
rights and damages because of the use of their 
starting device without permission or payment. 

John Rodegap has twenty horses in training 
at the Kentucky Association course. They are 
all doing nicely. Among the two-year-olds is a 
full sister to Bowling Green that has shown a 
quarter in :2i% with weight up, beating out by 
a head the Deceiver colt, out of a full sister to 
the dam of Flora Thorn to '. Treopia, (iarland 
Bar, Goshen and Blitzen’s Sister are all looking 
well. Rodegap will begin the season at New- 
port. 

The Jockey C’lub gives notice, through the 
Racing Calender, of a new section to rule 162, 
which will stop the use of stimulants and reads 
as follows: “Any person who shall be proved 
to have stimulated the speed of a horse by the 
use of drugs, whether administered by hypo- 
dermic or any other method, or who shall have 
used appliances, electrical or mechanical, other 
than the whip and spur. Every person so of- 
fending shall bo ruled off.”
